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Pictures taken during the construction of the Bailey Island Bridge, au- 
thorized in 1924 and built at a cost of $112,400 with the Town paying 
$22,480 and the State and County paying the balance of $89,920. 


The following is from “The Bailey - Orr’s Island Bridge: A Unique 
Stone Structure” by Beth L. Johnson. 


The bridge plans were based on a causeway constructed across a 
long stretch of marshland in Scotland where the tidal problem was 
much the same as that in Will’s Gut. Llewellyn N. Edwards was. 
the engineer who designed the Bailey Island bridge. It has been 
said that the cribstone bridge is an exact copy of the bridge over the 
Firth of Forth which was bombed and destroyed during World War 
II, but the bridge, although it dealt with a tidal problem, was not of 
the same construction, ‘ihe bridge was at Scapa Flow. Letters re- 
ceived from the Bridge Commissioners of the United Kingdom dis- 
proved this story. The Bailey Island bridge stands today as the only 
one of its kind in the world. 

The bridge spans 1,111 feet across Will’s Gut. It is made of Pownal 
granite, cut in 12-foot sections and hauled to the site, from Yar- 
mouth, by barge. The captain of the barge was Capt. Colby. A man 
by the name of Mr. Reynolds was the foreman at the construction 
site (Huff). Workmen constructed a rail system on the bridge deck, 
and used the rail to move the derrick and other heavy building ma- 
terial during construction. The 10,000 tons of granite was laid in 
place cribstyle, first crosswise, then lengthwise. Because it was so 
heavy and so well positioned no mortar or cement was needed. The 
only deviation to this is the 52 feet wide center span, which is an 
iron span resting on solid concrete pillars. The roadway is 22 feet 
wide with a pedestrian walkway (Roux p. 141). 

With all of this successfully completed, the bridge was dedicated on 
September 3, 1928. Its construction was genuinely unique as was its 
struggle. I seriously doubt if those who first proposed the bridge 
imagined that it would take almost half a century to see it become 
a reality. The final cost was $87,400 over the 1913 estimation, but 
a lasting bridge like this was well worth the extra money. The bridge 
is well appreciated by those who depend on it as a link to the main- 
land, and hopefully in the years to come it will be more appreciated 
by others for its uniqueness.

Upon approval, a six-month extension 
may be granted by the Town Officials.

GENERAL INFORMATION FOR ALL TAXPAYERS 


Dog Licenses 


Owners and keepers of dogs are reminded that the law requires all dogs 
six months or older be licensed by January 1. Within ten days after 
becoming the owner or Keeper of an unlicensed dog, the owner or keeper 
shall have the dog properly licensed. 

Dog licenses are available from the Town Clerk. Proof of rabies shots 
within the last two years is required. Spay certificates for females should 
also be presented. 


Hunting Licenses 


Resident hunting and fishing licenses are available from the Town 
Clerk: also pheasant stamps and salmon stamps. Persons aged 70 and over 
are entitled to free licenses. Federal duck stamps may be obtained at the 
Post Office. Non-resident hunting and fishing licenses are not available 
from the Town Clerk. 


Shellfish Licenses 


Harpswell shellfish licenses are available from the Selectmen’s Office. 


Document Copies 


Copies of birth, death and marriage certificates are obtained from the 
Town Clerk. 
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Voter Registration 


Residents may apply to register to vote any time during the year. Special 
days and hours for registering are posted prior to Elections, Town Meet- 
ings and Special Town Meetings, Applications are made to the Town 
Registrar, Frances Johnson, Orr’s Island, or the Deputy Registrar, Clara 
Merriman, Allen Point Road, Harpswell Center. 


Town Clerk’s Office 


The Town Clerk, Frances Johnson, has her office in her home at Orr’s 
Island. Businesses are required to register yearly with the Town Clerk. 


Elderly Householders Tax and Rent Refund 


Senior Citizens 62 years and older may be eligible for the Elderly 
Householders Tax and Rent Refund. Anyone who turned 62 during 1981, 
who was a legal resident of Maine for the entire year, maintained his home 
in Maine for the entire year, and meets certain income limitations may file 
an application. 

The first form may be obtained from the Selectmen’s Office and is filed 
_ with the Income Tax Division in Augusta between August 1 and October 
15. Thereafter they will mail you a new one yearly. 

A note can be sent to Augusta now to have your name put on their 
mailing list (forms are not available locally until late July), and the form 
will be mailed to you in time for filing. The address is: Bureau of Taxation, 
Income Tax Section, State Office Building, Augusta, Maine 04333. 


Veteran’s Exemption 


Veterans (who have reached 62 years of age), their widows, minor 
children and mothers may be eligible to file for property exemption. Ap- 
plications are available at the Selectmen’s Office and should be filed on 
or before April 1. 


Elderly Low-Cost Drug Program 


To participate, the applicant must: have reached the age of 62: be an 
unremarried widow or widower who has attained age of 55 and who is 
receiving Federal disability payments; be a legal resident of Maine; not be 
a recipient of S.S.I. payments; and satisfy certain household income 
eligibility requirements. 

Applications may be filed at any time. Combination Elderly House- 
holders Tax and Rent Refund & the Low-Cost Drug Program must be filed 
between August Ist and October 15th.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


1983 has been a very busy year in Harpswell. This reflects the growth 
which has been an ongoing factor in the town’s operations. 


Five subdivisions were approved by the Planning Board, and 91 land 
use permits for construction in the areas covered by the Shoreline Zoning 
Ordinance. This ordinance covers all the land in town 250 feet back 
from the high water mark. 


This growth is also evident in the operation of the Recycling Center 
during the winter months which previously was normally a quiet time. 
During the summer months, the incinerator is burning 7 days a week. 
Article #38 in the warrant recognizes that improvements will have to 
be made in the future by requesting the establishment of a Recycling 
Center Capital Improvement Fund with an apprepriation of $15,000.00 


Because of an increase in property values, to reach 70% of market 
value mandated by the State of Maine, it was necessary to do a complete 
property revaluation during the Spring of 1983. This required over 1,000 
man hours of effort by the Board. The revaluation resulted in a drop in 
the tax rate from $15.80 to $14.30. The current valuation in Harpswell 
is 75% of market value. The State has increased the assessed valuation of 
Harpswell from $98,250,000.00 in 1978 to $140,850,000.00 in 1983, an 
increase of 43.3%, 


Current plans are to dispose of much of the property acquired by the 
town from tax sources, Public Auction will be held and the property 
will be conveyed by quit-claim deed to the successful bidders. 


Expenditures for welfare were down approximately $9,000.00 in 1983. 
This reflects some tighter controls, as well as $52,650.00 which was paid 
on behalf of qualifying households to the various fuel dealers in the area 
by the Home Energy Assistance Program. Harpswell is one of the few 
towns in Maine serving as Local Program Operator and administering the 
program. 


Following the recommendations of the comprehensive plan adopted 
by the town in 1981, a committee was appointed to study the possible 
location for a town office building and to develop plans for the eventual 
construction of such a facility. The Town Building Committee will be 
presenting their proposal at a special town meeting in the spring of 1984. 
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If approved it will provide for the consolidation of all town functions 
under one roof. 


The ramp at the South Harpswell town landing was extensively re- 
paired this fall and some repairs were made to the float. Article #34 
in the warrant for town meeting requests an increased sum for improve- 
ment to town landings in various parts of town. 


The proposed change from a personal property tax to an excise tax on 
boats is in limbo following failure of the constitutional amendment in 
November. The session of the legislature in early 1984 will undoubtedly 
take some action to clarify the situation. 


The 1983 legislature passed legislation requiring all part-time officers 
including constables who “carry firearms and/or have the power of ar- 
rest” to take a 100 hour course of training prescribed by the Maine 
Criminal Justice Academy. This may cause problems in the future in 
obtaining officers for the polling places in town as required by law. 


This year, articles in the warrant for the annual town meeting in the 
general category of “health” were referred to the Health Committee for 
their study and recommendations. In the future, articles requesting funds 
for various recreational activities will be referred to the newly appointed 
Recreation Committee for their study and recommendations. 


Elsewhere in this town report are reports from the Cable T.V. Ad- 
visory Committee, Fire Department Planning Committee, Town Build- 
ing Committee, Shellfish Conservation Committee, etc. 


In conclusion may we express our appreciation to the many citizens 
who have given freely of their time as members of the various commit- 
tees. They have contributed greatly to the successful year just past. If you 
wish to serve on a committee, please communicate your desire to us. We 
will be happy to consider your name when a vacancy may occur.

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HARPSWELL SHELLFISH WARDEN’S 1983 REPORT 


The “Reciprocal Agreement” with the towns of Brunswick and West 
Bath will expire as of March, 1984 Annual Town Meeting. A request for 
written input as to its success or failure has been made by the Town 
Selectmen by means of an ad placed with the local news media request- 
ing comments by Harpswell diggers and residents, The results will be 
used along with other factors in the selection of the same type of ordi- 
nance or a new ordinance to be drafted. Either ordinance must be ac- 
ceptable to the Department of Marine Resources, State of Maine. 


The following conservation measures were undertaken in the year 1983. 
The seeding of Long Reach Cove with 800,000 seed clams and the 
closing of the area for digging. The seed clams were obtained from a 
conservation area at Thomas Point Beach in Brunswick, with the co- 
operation of Brunswick Marine Resources people and Department of 
Marine Resources, State of Maine, and were dug by use of a hydraulic- 
type clam dredge. 


The opening of Basin Cove for a two-week “Daylight Hours only” 
period of digging during which approximately 600 bushels of: market- 
able clams were harvested. Basin Cove, now closed, is scheduled to be 
reseeded in the Spring of 1984. 

Widgeon Cove will remain closed to digging due to a poor evaluation 
on a recent clam flat survey. 


A survey of available Town clam flats has been undertaken, as of 
now 45 percent completed, and its results will be incorporated and 
evaluated in future Town conservation projects. 

New Town quotas are being set and new licenses in the various cate- 
gories will be available April 1, 1984.

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HARPSWELL TOWN BUILDING COMMITTEE 


The Harpswell Town Building Committee was appointed by the Select- 
men in 1982 to choose a site, select an architect, and develop preliminary 
plans for a new Town House. 


The Committee met fifteen times in 1983. It was agreed that the build- 
ing be located on the Mountain Road so as to be equally accessible to both 
sides of the Town. It has also been agreed that the new building shall 
provide office space for Town officials and employees, a meeting room 
for Town Boards and Committees, and archival and records storage fa- 
cilities. The building will be designed so that it can be expanded as neces- 
sary to meet future needs of the Town. 


Several sites were considered by the Committee. On-site inspections were 
made and soil tests carried out. Six architectural/engineering firms were 
interviewed, The Committee came to the conclusion that the Town 
owned property on Strawberry Creek is the best site for the building, and 
has selected the firm of Wadsworth, Boston, Mercer & Weatherill to plan 
a program and execute preliminary drawings of the proposed Town 
Building. 

The Committee will continue to conduct open meetings with the archi- 
tect to discuss space needs and design. The public is welcome to attend. 
In addition, there will be a public hearing in the spring of 1984 to an- 
swer questions and receive suggestions. The resulting preliminary plans 
and cost estimate will be brought to the voters at a Town Meeting which 
is expected to be scheduled in the late spring.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE TOWN FIRE DEPARTMENT 
PLANNING COMMITTEE 


The Town Fire Department Planning Committee had a very busy 
year holding numerous meetings and working on several projects. Work 
on dry hydrants in various sections of town was begun in the late sum- 
mer but unfortunately the contractor did not meet several deadlines thus 
the project was behind schedule throughout the fall. This project will 
consist of 7 dry hydrants which will provide quick access to water sup- 
plies irregardless of the time or ice conditions. Two dry hydrants were 
placed in service by two citizens of the town. Any citizen interested in 
constructing a dry hydrant on their land or in an existing pond are urged 
to contact the Town Fire Department Planning Committee for guidance 
and possible help. 


Emergency road marker placement is nearing completion. More funds 
will be needed to complete this project that is being done by volunteer 
help. Because of the volunteer help utilized to construct and erect these 
signs the progress has been somewhat slower than originally anticipated. 


By the time of town meeting the fire departments, ambulances and 
sheriffs should be coordinated with a communications system involving 
a master station and repeater all within the town. This will greatly ex- 
pand and facilitate communications among all emergency workers. This 
is an effort of the Town Fire Department Planning Committee and the 
ambulance squads and will result in a flexible system that can be ex- 
panded to future growth of the town. 


Methods of reducing fire insurance ratings in the town are an ongoing 
concern of the Planning Committee. The Harpswell Neck fire depart- 
ment is actively pursuing lowering their rating by purchasing a portable 
water tank for dumping water from tank trucks making high water gal- 
lonage usage necessary for the next insurance drop. The other fire de- 
partments will probably be considering similar projects in the future. For 
this to be successful the fire departments will need increased manpower. 


All the fire departments and ambulance squads are in continual search 
for active dedicated volunteers. These volunteer services have allowed the 
town to be covered with excellent ambulance and fire protection at mini- 
mal cost to taxpayers and citizens of the town. Anyone interested in do- 
nating their time should contact the heads of the ambulance squads or 
the chiefs of the fire departments. The meetings of the Town Fire De- 
partment Planning Committee are open to the public and the time and 
the place of the meetings can be obtained from the selectmen or the fire 
chiefs.

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REPORT OF CANINE CONTROL OFFICER 


It has been a strange, although somewhat interesting time for me 
since I was sworn in as Canine Control Officer in April. 


I have had some bizarre experiences with our animal friends; some 
hilarious and some pretty serious. 


I have acquired two new puppies of my own as a result of this job — 
a black lab (female) abandoned on a beach, and a German shepherd 
(male) which was one of three puppies abandoned in the woods. For- 
tunately a concerned resident saw the puppies being abandoned and 
called me to get them before they could die of exposure. 


I’ve had calls for dogs chasing deer (but of course it either happened 
yesterday or the dogs had run into the next town by the time I got there). 


I had three dog-bite victims, 2 cruelty to animal complaints, a parakeet 
that flew the coop, 2 runaway ponies, 3 dog/car accidents, 2 dead dogs, 
1 dead cat, several “the-neighbor’s dog is in my garbage again” calls, and 
a German shepherd who gets his kicks knocking motorcyclists off their 
bikes, 


I had four complaints dealing with wild animals, most of which I 
could do nothing about. (How. do you transport a skunk in a station 
wagon?) There were lost cats, lost dogs, and many found ones, most of 
which were reunited with their families. 


By far, the saddest complaints for me to deal with were the numerous 
unwanted and abandoned cats and kittens. The Coastal Humane Society 
does a teriffic job finding homes for some of these unfortunates, but 
many are destroyed. Please spay or neuter your cats and dogs so this will 
not happen! 


The largest number of complaints I received was of dogs running at 
large. I can’t count the number of people that have said to me, “ I hate 
to see an animal tied up.” This sounds like the person is concerned for 
the animal’s welfare; however, often it turns out to be quite the opposite. 


There is a State law, which Harpswell is covered by, which says your 
dog must be kept under control at all times. If he will sit on your pro- 
perty without being tied . . . fine! Most, however, should be tied, penned, 
leashed, or whatever. You are actually helping your pet by keeping him 
at home and safe from people who might poison or shoot a troublesome 
animal. Most dogs, no matter how sweet they seem, will chase deer, and 
if caught, could be destroyed and cost you a bundle. 


January 1, 1984 is deadline time for registering your dogs. Approxi- 
mately 300 dogs were registered in Harpswell this year, which is not 
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even half the number of dogs in Town. Those rabies shots are very im- 
portant, so please save a little extra cash this week and get your dog’s 
rabies shot and registration. 


Remember, animals are humans’ best friends, so let’s give them the 
kind of life your friend deserves.

Coastal Trans has now reached its ninth year of providing transportation 
to the residents of Harpswell and surrounding towns. The general public, 
senior citizens, handicapped persons, aud tourists are getting more and 
better service as we predicted and the support of Harpswell and other 
towns has been important to this success. 


People of Harpswell are bused on a regular schedule for shopping, medi- 
cal services and work. One of our buses is wheelchair lift equipped for 


handicapped and other persons who would have difficulty boarding the 
bus. 


It is senior citizens who are mpst in need of our service and you can be 
assured that they use it to advantage. More and more residents of all ages 
are using the service and in many cases paying fares. The majority of 
our riders either make small donations or ride free because of their need. 


The service we provide goes beyond rides however. The drivers check on 
regular riders who are known to live alone when they fail to show up 
for a scheduled ride; assistance with getting on and off the bus is given 
to those who need it; to list only the usual extras. At the same time the 
service promotes maximum self sufficiency. 


We are busy meeting the goals we set last year and believe that signifi- 
cant progress has been made. By developing regular routes more service 
has been available to the citizens of Harpswell. We are continuing to 
work at scheduling that makes more service available to people living 
outside of the town to the many services in the Town. You might be in- 
terested to know that in he case of an emergency we could most likely 
provide transportation to a significant number of local persons. 


Our green and white buses can be seen on the streets five days a week 
serving the people. Two twenty passenger buses are filled mornings and 
late afternoons covering the busiest routes while the smaller twelve pas- 
senger vans cover the smaller routes. The new 1983 Ford wagon is a 
success story in itself: it carries persons with special medical needs, that 
cannot be met locally, to Portland almost every day. It is driven by a 
team of volunteers. People are enabled to get the care they need while 
living at home. This important service serves all ages; infants to senior 
citizens are transported to the Maine Medical Center for dyalisis, radi- 
ation, chemo therapy and plastic surgery. The volunteer drivers keep the 
cost down, some of the people make donations and local donations were 
sought and used to match Federal funds for the purchase of the wagon. 
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The passengers are seriously ill and we do not add to the burden by 
asking for money: those that can, give without being asked. 


Our goals for this year are: (1) purchase four new 15 passenger mini 
buses to replace the faithful but worn 12 passenger models, (2) to in- 
crease the service to the outlying areas and (3) to provide more service 
to commuters and the general public. 


We feel that the increased services to the people of Harpswell warrant 
your attention and continued support therefore we are asking, based on 
the amount of service that has been provided for $2,600 in the coming 
year. 


Recommendation of Harpswell Health Council 


The Coastal Trans does supply bus service, however this is a one day a 
week, three hour service for which the town is subsidizing $50.00 a 
week, This seems a bit excessive in light of the fact the riders are asked 
for a donation. The letter sent to the town speaks of further improve- 
ments made in the last several years, however we have been unable to 
ascertain what these improvements are. We do feel that this service is 
relied upon by a number of our citizens and therefore we recommend 
it, however the town is probably paying a rather large sum of money 
for the service. We felt it would behoove the selectmen and health coun- 
cil to investigate this service more fully and possibly discuss upgrading 
these services,

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INDEPENDENCE ASSOCIATION FOR RETARDED CITIZENS

The Independence Association for Retarded Citizens (formerly Youth 
Development Association for Retarded Children) was incorporated in 
1967 to serve the needs of school aged children. In 1974 a work activity 
center for adults was added to the program. In 1976 as the school systems 
responded to the needs of retarded children through mainstreaming, the 
emphasis of the Association turned to meeting the needs of adults who 
are retarded. The Association consists of family, friends, and others who 
are concerned with the needs of people who are retarded. The Associa- 
tion has a Board of Directors (current list attached) who employ an 
executive director. This Association offers many services in an attempt to 
meet the needs of those who are retarded in the greater Brunswick area. 
The major programs are a work activity center, two group homes, and an 
advanced arts and crafts program. A variety of services are provided with- 
in each of these programs. The Association also offers referral and coun- 
seling services. 

The Work Activity Center, located at 28 Turner Street in Brunswick, 
is currently serving 34 people. This program offers various training pro- 
grams and support services such as speech therapy, physical therapy, etc. 
to clients enrolled. The program operates daily, year round, and trans- 
portation is provided to all attending. 


Independence House is a group home facility serving six mentally re- 
traded adults. It is located at 8 Park Street in Freeport. There is a house 
manager who supervises the operation of the home. The adults are full- 
time residents who attend the work activity center daily. Independence 
House is committed to maximizing the skills of the residents in all as- 
pects of daily living. Residents assist with household chores and attend 
church as well as other community functions, just to mention a few of 
the activities involved. Independence House has been operating since 


January, 1978. 


Gregory House, located at 1 Middlesex Road in Topsham, servies eight 
severely or profoundly mentally retarded adults. This facility has an- 
swered the need for a more structured environment than Independence 
House, and has provided community families with an alternative to in- 
stitutionalization. 


Spindleworks is an advanced arts and crafts program located at 76 
Maine Street in Brunswick. Spindleworks offers training in advanced art 
techniques, such as spinning and weaving. This program has received 
a good deal of attention due to its innovative quality. Articles have been 
published in the Maine Times, the Times Record, and Arise, a national 
magazine concerned with the handicapped. Recently, it was designated a 
Model Site by the National Committee on Arts for the Handicapped. 
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Spindleworks began in 1977. In the fall of 1978 a new component to the 
program was added for students with mental retardation who attend 
Brunswick High School. 

Program goals realized in the past year include the placement of five 
mentally retarded adults in their own apartments and the placement of 
two individuals in unsubsidized employment situations. The above goals 
were realized because of the strong local commitment that has been 
shown to the Association and the retarded citizens of the communities 
it serves. We sincerely thank you for your continuing support. 


ANNUAL REPORT 
HARPSWELL BABE RUTH BASEBALL ASSOCIATION 


In 1983, the Harpswell “A’s”, our Babe Ruth baseball team, enjoyed a 
very successful season. Onr team comprised of fifteen very talented young 
baseball players, ranging in age from thirteen to fifteen, compiled a sea- 
son record of fourteen wins and one loss. In the play-offs at season’s end, 
they went on to win the league championship.

As the community action agency for Lincoln, Sagadahoc and north- 
eastern Cumberland counties, CED administers the Employment Pro- 
gram (JTPA), Head Start, Weatherization, and outreach/ referral ser- 
vices. 


The Employment Program provides on-the-job training, classroom 
training and job counseling for eligible residents in Lincoln, Know, Saga- 
dahoc and Waldo counties. The program works closely with local busi- 
nesses and industries to create job opportunities and training programs. 
The Head Start Program provides a comprehensive curriculum designed 
to increase physical abilities, mental skills, and self-confidence of pre- 
school children. 


Over 2,500 homes in mid-coast Maine have been made more energy 
efficient because of CED’s Weatherization Program. Homes are insul- 
ated, windows caulked and weatherstripped, and storm windows in- 
stalled. CED also includes outreach, information/referral, and com- 
munity development services. The Home Energy Assistance Program 
(HEAP), the Energy Crisis Intervention Program (ECIP), and the 
Adult Basic Education Program (ABE) are provided for Lincoln and 
Sagadahoc counties. CED’s Head Start Program also coordinates the 
distribution of surplus commodities, such as cheese and butter. 


You may be aware of the recent decision by CED’s Board of Directors 
to reorganize the agency to strengthen its capacity to deliver services 
more cost effectively.

The Time & Tide Area 
covers 60 towns and cities and serves as a place for people to come to- 
gether to plan and carry out projects relating primarily to natural resour- 
ces. We assist towns and non-profit groups with conserving, developing 
and improving our natural resources. 


Groups of volunteers meet on advisory committees covering Soils & 
Land Use, Forestry, Ocean, Energy, Recreation & Tourism, Agriculture, 
Fish & Wildlife and Information. The volunteers make suggestions for 
program direction. Anyone interested is welcome to serve on one or more 
committees of their choice. 


Measures were completed in 1983 and included Waldoboro and War- 
ren flood plain studies, Boothbay Harbor recreation area, Swanville — 
State Park, Searsmont comprehensive plan, Camden nature trail, Dresden 
ball field and comprehensive plan, St. George ball field, Lincoln County 
energy plan, Brunswick fish viewing room and Coffin Pond swimming 
area, Cushing recreation area, Rockland Bog assistance, Harpswell condo/ 
cluster housing, Bowdoinham recreation area and Monroe fire pond. 
Other measures are in progress covering Islesboro shore erosion, Belfast 
City Park and waterfront, Brunswick water quality, rural fire protection, 
St. George river corridor, North Haven basketball court, Wiscasset recre- 
ation area, Bath recreation area, water quality on Tolman Pond, Sheep- 
scot Island fire pond and Camden Snow Bowl and recreation area de- 
velopment, to name a few. 


In 1984 the Time & Tide RC&D Council will put special emphasis 
on solid waste problems in the Mid Coast area.

They include counseling services for children and adults, al- 
coholism and drug abuse treatment, 24-hour emergency services, testing 
and evaluation for learning disorders or social adjustment problems, hos- 
pitalization and follow-up care.

Following a long series of negotiations with United Video, a franchise 
agreement was signed in August. 


United Video has since provided the necessary certificates for perform- 
ance bond and insurance coverage. They also have, after delays which 
seem to be mainly the fault of the New England Telephone Company, 
signed agreements with both the telephone and power companies for the 
use of their poles. 


The three companies will now begin a survey of each pole to be used in 
the installation of the cable to determine what changes if any need to be 
made prior to installation. The Public Utilities Commission has specific 
regulations regarding clearances between the various installations and 
heights from the roadway. 


Following this survey, the utility companies will make the necessary 
changes which in some cases will necessitate the installation of new poles. 


Then and only then can the cable company begin installation of their 
cable. This “make ready” usually takes six to eight months. 


The committee will be meeting with representatives of the company at 
regular intervals to assure that all conditions of the franchise are being 
met.

The Board of Directors of Community Health and Nursing Services 
requests the inclusion of the Agency’s request for $2,527.00 in the 1984 
Harpswell Town Warrant. This represents a seventy cent assessment per 
Harpswell resident, based upon the census figures, This is the same 
amount requested for 1983 by CHANS, and granted by the town of 
Harpswell. 


CHANS is the only non-profit, Medicare certified home health agency 
which provides Harpswell residents with nursing, therapies, social work, 
and aide services in the home on an intermittent basis and under a phy- 
sician’s orders. These services are provided to all who require them re- 
gardless of race, creed, sex, age, or ability to pay. CHANS also provides 
health care to well residents of the town at no cost, on a voluntary dona- 
tion basis. Attached are informational sheets which list the services cur- 
rently offered by CHANS. 


Harpswell dollars are generally used by CHANS to subsidize home 
nursing and therapy visits to persons who have no insurance or private 
means to pay. Often these are elderly, homebound persons whose care is 
not covered by Medicare or Medicaid, but some are persons under sixty- 
five who find themselves in similar circumstances. A summary of the 
services provided to Harpswell residents throughout 1983 is enclosed. 


HARPSWELL PLANNING BOARD — 1983 


In 1983 the Planning Board felt an increasing need to be ready with 
more specific guidelines when developers come before it with new build- 
ing plans. 


With the help of attorney Charles Lane, the Board prepared and pre- 
sented a Site Plan Review Ordinance to the voters for their approval at 
a special town meeting in April. After discussion and amendments the 
ordinance passed, and standards for multifamily development are now 
much more clearly defined. 


During the summer and fall Edwin Thompson’s Fairhaven subdi- 
vision proposal in West Harpswell was under discussion. Originally de- 
signed for lots of one acre per dwelling, the subdivision was eventually 
accepted in December with a considerable reduction in number of lots 
and increase in lot sizes. The Concerned Citizens of Harpswell, a com- 
mittee of local residents who organized to study Mr. Thompson’s pro- 
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posal, was represented by Robert Raymond, attorney, who presented their 
concerns about the development to the Planning Board and the developer. 
Recommendations in the 1982 Gerber-Rand ground water study were 
used as a basis for developing larger lot sizes. 


At this writing, the Planning Board, in accordance with the recom- 
mendations adopted by the town when it approved the revised Compre- 
hensive Plan in 1981, is preparing to ask the town to approve hiring a 
professional to work with them on more comprehensive land use Plan- 
ning in Harpswell.

HARPSWELL SHELLFISH ORDINANCE 
CHAPTER I. 
AUTHORITY, TITLE, PURPOSE AND DEFINITIONS 


Sec. 101 Authority 
This ordinance is enacted in accordance with 12 M.R.S.A §6671. 
The title of this ordinance is the Shellfish Ordinance. 

Sec. 102 Purpose 

The purpose of this Ordinance is as follows: 

(1) To regulate the harvesting of shellfish in the Town of Harps- 

well. 

(2) To provide management programs in Harpswell and in co- 
operation with other towns for the conservation of shellfish 
in a manner consistent with the production of a reasonable 
yield to shellfish harvesters. 

Sec. 103. Conservation and Management of Shellfish Resources 

It is hereby determined as follows: 

(1) The clam flats of the Town are a very valuable shellfish re- 
source which is important to the local economy. 

(2) These flats are not an inexhaustible resource, and therefore, 
they must be prudently managed in order to remain viable. 

(3) As part of the management process it is deemed vitally neces- 
sary to: restrict the taking of shellfish by limiting shellfish 1i- 
censes; restrict the size and quantity of shellfish which may be 
harvested; and, take the other measures outlined in the Ordi- 
nance.

104 Definitions 

(1) “Clam Flats” means the area between high and low water. 

(2) “Harvest” means to dig or take by any means. 

(3) “Resident” means a person who has domiciled in the Town 
for at least three months next prior to the time his claim of 
residence is made. 

(4) “Non-resident Taxpayer” means a Harpswell real estate owner 
who does not qualify as a resident, or a member of his im- 
mediate family. 

(5) “Shellfish” means softshell clams (Mya Arenaria), and quahogs 
((Mercenaria Mercenaria). 

(6) “Shellfish Warden” means the law enforcement officer ap- 
pointed by the Municipal Officers to enforce this Ordinance. 

(7) “Lot” means the total number of softshell clams in any bulk 
pile. Where softshell clams are in a box, barrel or other con- 
tainer, the contents of each box, barrel, or other container con- 
stitutes a separate lot. 


CHAPTER 2. MARINE RESOURCE COMMITTEE

201. Marine Resource Committee 
There is herby established a Marine Resource Committee consisting 
of five (5) members to be appointed by the Municipal Officers. The 
term of office of the members of the Committee terminates on the 
date of the Annual Town Meeting in 1987 — three years. The 
Municipal Officers shall appoint a person to fill a vacancy for the 
unexpired term. The Committee shall choose a Chairman, Vice 
Chairman, and Secretary. The Chairman shall preside at all meet- 
ings of the Committee. The Vice Chairman shall preside in the 
Chairman’s absence; and the Secretary shall record and keep 
minutes of each meeting 
202 Powers and Duties of Committee 
The Marine Resource Committee has the following powers and 
duties. 
(1) To administer and coordinate the shellfish conservation pro- 

grams. 
(2) To recommend to the Municipal Officers how the money ap- 

propriated for shellfish conservation programs should be spent. 
(3) To survey all clam flats to obtain and maintain current infor- 

mation on shellfish resources, including: 

(a) The determination of size frequency. 

(b) The determination of growth rate. 

(c) The estimation of the available standing crop. 

(d) The estimation of the potential yield. 

(e) The identification of sources of harmful pollution. 

(f) The identification of other resource problems, such as 
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green crab predation and mussel competition. 

(4) To determine the current level of use of the shellfish resources. 

(5) To cooperate with the Department of Marine Resources in 
carrying on experimental shellfish programs. 

(6) To prepare and promulgate a shellfish conservation plan in 
cooperation with the Department of Marine Resources based 
on the results of the clam flat survey, incorporating recom- 
mended levels of harvesting on the various flats as delineated 
on maps prepared by the Committee consisting of area rotation, 
seeding, predator control, and the opening and closing of clam 
flats, 

(7) To collect harvest data documenting local values of shellfish 
resources. 

(8) To make an annual written report to the Town and Depart- 
ment of Marine Resources detailing funds available, expendi- 
tures made, harvest data, results of all conservation and experi- 
mental programs, enforcement activities, and sources of pol- 
lution, predation, competition, and other resource problems. 


Sec. 203 Opening and Closing of Clam Flats 

The Municipal Officers with the approval of the Commissioner of 
the Marine Resources have the power to open and close Clam flats. 
When information in the possession of the Marine Resource Com- 
mittee indicates that a clam flat should be opened or closed, it shall 
immediately advise the Municipal Officers. The Municipal Officers 
shall call a public hearing on ten-days’ notice published in a news- 
paper having general circulation in the Town, stating the time, 
place, and subject matter of the hearing; and shall send a copy of 
the notice to the Department of Marine Resources. At the hearing, 
the Committee shall present evidence obtained from its surveys and 
other sources, and members of the public may present evidence in 
support or refutation of the evidence presented by the Committee. 

After the hearing is closed, the Municipal Officers shall make find- 
ings of fact on the relevant evidence presented. They shall then 
make a conclusion based on those findings of fact as to whether 
opening the flat as requested is warranted by the recovery of the 
resource; or the freedom from predation, competition, or other re- 
source problem. If so, the Municipal Officers with the approval of 
the DMR area biologist shall order the flat opened and shall set 
such time limitations and other harvesting conditions as are con- 
sistent with good conservation practice. If the request is to close the 
flat, the Menicipal Officers shall make a conclusion based on their 
findings of fact as to whether closing the flat is warranted by de- 
pletion of the shellfish; destruction of existing seed; or predation, 
competition, or other resource problem. If so, the Municipal Officers 
with the approval of the DMR area biologist shall order the flat 
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closed until further request for opening by the Committee. Any 
proposal for opening or closing the flats shall be approved by the 
Commissioner of Marine Resource prior to enactment,

301 Harvesting Prohibited 

A person shall not harvest shellfish from the tidal waters or clam 

flats of the Town without first obtaining a license from the Town 

Office. 

(1) Exception. Licensees from any of the towns of Brunswick, 
Freeport, and West Bath which have adopted this Ordinance 
or a substantially similar ordinance may obtain a Harpswell 
Resident Commercial Shellfish License to harvest shellfish in 
the open areas of the Town of Harpswell. 

302 Clam Size and Tolerance of Harvest 

A person shall not harvest softshell clams which are less than 2 

inches in the longer diameter to the amount of more than 25% of 

any lot. 

303 Method of Determining Tolerance 

The tolerance of 25% must be determined by a numerical count 

of not less than one (1) nor more than four (4) pecks taken at ran- 

dom from various parts of the lot. 

(1) If the entire lot contains less than one peck, the tolerance must 
be determined by numerical count of the entire lot. 

304 Licenses Defined 

There are five types of licenses as follows: 

(1) Resident Commercial Shellfish License. This license entitles 
the Licensee to harvest any amount of shellfish from the tidal 
waters or clam, flats of the Town where and when it is other- 
wise lawful to do so. The Licensee must also have a valid 
Maine Commercial Shellfish License issued by the Department 
of Marine Resources when applying for a Town license. 

(2) Non-resident, Non-reciprocating Commercial Shellfish License. 
This license entitles the Licensee to harvest any amount of 
shellfish from the tidal waters or clam flats of the Town where 
and when it is otherwise lawful to do so. The licensee must 
also have a valid Maine Commercial Shellfish License issued 
by the Department of Marine Resources when applying for a 
Town license. 

(3) Resident Recreational Shellfish License. The license is available 
to residents and real estate taxpayers of the Town and entitles 
the holder to dig and take no more than two pecks of shellfish 
per tide for the use of himself and his immediate family. 

(4) Non-resident Recreation Shellfish License. The license is avail- 
able to non-residents and entitles the holder to dig and take 
no more than two pecks of shellfish per tide.

(5) Non-resident Taxpayer Commercial License. The license en- 
titles the licensee to harvest any amount of shellfish from the 
tidal waters or clam flats of the Town of Harpswell where and 
when it is otherwise lawful to do so.

The licensee must also 
have a valid Maine Commercial Shellfish License issued by 
the Department of Marine Resources when applying for a 
Town license.

306 License Expiration Date 

All licenses expire at midnight on March 31 next following date of 

issue. 

307 Qualification of License 

(1) An applicant for a Resident Commercial Shellfish License must 
be a resident of the Town of Harpswell as defined in Sec, 104 
(3) or meet the Exception Requirement in Sec. 301 and whose 
prior shellfish license is not currently under suspension pur- 
suant to this Ordinance. 

(2) An applicant for a Nonresident, Nonreciprocating Commercial 
Shellfish License is any person who does not meet the residency 
requirement in Sec. 104 (3) and whose shellfish license is not 
currently under suspension pursuant to this Ordinance. 

(3) An applicant for a Resident, Recreational Shellfish License 
must be either a resident as defined in Sec. 104 (3) or the 
owner of real estate within the Town of Harpswell and whose 
prior shellfish license is not currently under suspension pur- 
suant to this Ordinance. 

(4) An applicant for a Nonresident, Recreational Shellfish License 
is any person who does not meet the residency requirement in 
Sec. 104 (3) and whose prior shellfish license is not currently 
under suspension pursuant to this Ordinance. 

(5) An applicant for a Nonresident Taxpayer’s Commercial Li- 
cense is any person who owns real estate within the Town of 
Harpswell, or member of his immediate family and whose 
prior shellfish license is ont currently under uspensions pur- 
suant to this Ordinance. 

(6) The place of residence of a licensed applicant as stated on any 
other license is not determinative of the applicant’s true place 
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of residence. Where necessary the applicant shall be required 
to produce evidence of his residence before issuing the license. 


Sec. 308 Application 

The application for a license must be in the form of an affidavit. 
It must contain the applicant’s name, current address, period of 
residency, date of birth, height, weight and such other necessary 
information as may be required. It must be signed by the applicant 
and acknowledged by persons authorized to do so. The application 
shall contain the date the license was issued and shall be filed with 
the Town records, 


Sec. 309 Limitation of Diggers 7 

The shellfish resources are limited. A commercial or recreational 
digger can be expected to harvest a certain volume of shellfish per 
year, therefore, the number of diggers must be controlled to pre- 
serve the shellfish resource. The number of available Shellfish Li- 
censes of each type will vary from year to year according to the 
findings and estimates of the Shellfish Regional Advisory Com- 
mission and the Marine Resources Committee and the DMR area 
biologist based on data concerning the resource capabilities and 
management requirement consistent with proper resource utiliz- 
ation as determined by surveys conducted pursuant to Sec. 202 of 
this Ordinance. The following procedures will be followed to con- 
trol Shellfish License availability: 

(1) Prior to March 31 the Marine Resources Committee in conjunc- 
tion with the DMR area biologist and the Shellfish Regional 
Advisory Commission will establish the number of commercial 
and non-commercial Shellfish Licenses to be made available. 

(2) The Marine Resources Committee will notify the Town Office 
in writing prior to March 31, with a number of Shellfish Li- 
censes, by type, to be made available for issue. No Shellfish 
Licenses may be reserved. 

(3) Nonresident, Nonreciprocating Commercial Shellfish Licenses 
shall not be issued until June 1 of any year. Until June 1 of 
any year Commercial Licenses shall be issued to residents only 
and thereafter Commercial Shellfish Licenses shall be issued to 
residents and nonresidents on a first-come first-served basis. 

(4) Commercial resident licenses may be returned to the Town 
voluntarily, and reissued to any other person at the current fee 
according to the priorities established in this section. 

Sec. 310 Misrepresentation 

It shall be unlawful and a violation of this Ordinance for any per- 

son to falsify, or give false information in connection with a Shell- 

fish License application. In addition to any criminal penalties 
which may result from a violation of this Ordinance, the Shellfish 

License granted to any person who gives false information on a 
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Shellfish License application will automatically be void. 


Sec. 311 Suspension 


(1) In the event any Shellfish Licensee has three convictions for a 
violation of this Ordinance, or this Ordinance as adopted by 
the Towns of Freeport, Brunswick and West Bath, he shall 
have his Shellfish License automatically suspended for a period 
of 30 days, 

(2) A licensee whose Shellfish License has been suspended pur- 
suant to this Ordinance may reapply for a license only after 
the suspension period has expired. 

(3) The suspension shall be effective from the date of mailing of a 
Notice of Suspension from the Town Office to the Licensee. 

(4) Any Licensee whose Shellfish License has automatically been 
suspended pursuant to this Section shall be entitled to a hearing 
before the Marine Resources Committee upon filing of a writ- 
ten Request for Hearing with the Municipal Officers within 
thirty (30) days following the effective date of suspension. The 
Licensee may appeal the decision of the Marine Resources 
Committee before the Municipal Officers by filing a written 
Request for Appeal with the Municipal Officers within seven 
(7) days of the decision of the Marine Resources Committee. 


CHAPTER 4. SHELLFISH REGIONAL ADVISORY COMMISSION 
Sec. 401. Shellfish Regional Advisory Commission 


There is hereby established a Shellfish Regional Advisory Com- 
mission composed of representatives from each of the Towns of 
Harpswell, Freeport, Brunswick and West Bath which enact this 
Ordinance or a substantially similar ordinance. The Municipal 
Officers of each town shall appoint one member of its shellfish 
Committee and one licensed commercial clam digger as members 
of the Commission. The Shellfish Warden from each town and a 
liason member from the Department of Marine Resources appointed 
by its Commissioner are non-voting members of the Commission.

The Chairman shall preside at all meetings of the Com- 
mission; the Vice-Chairman shall preside in his absence; and the 
Secretary shall record and keep minutes of each meeting. 

404. Duties of Commission 

The Commission shall advise the Shellfish Committee of each 
Town on all matters pertaining to conservation and harvesting of 
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shellfish, including but not limited to the opening and closing of 
clam flats. It shall act as a liason between Towns and the State. It 
shall aid in the development of programs to help each Town man- 
age its shellfish resource. It shall represent the interests of the re- 
gions with regard to shellfish resources, and shall take such other 
action as may be necessary or desirable to implement harvesting 
and conservation programs. 


CHAPTER 5. ENFORCEMENT, PENALTY, SEPARABILITY, RE- 
PEAL AND DURATION

This Ordinance shall be enforced by a law enforcement officer ap- 
pointed by the Municipal Officers to be known as the Shellfish 
Warden.
